A brightly colored brocade of 19th century China has its slim basis in the 
story of its Empress Dowager, while the author's many years there and knowledge of its 
Forbidden City sharpens the spectacle of court ceremonial and obeisance and tabu. This 
is the story of Nala, defiant and determined as a girl, and only occasionally acceding 
to Jung Lu- to whom she had been affianced as a child. Chosen, reluctantly, as an Imp- 
eS erial concubine, her love for Jung Lu could not stay her destiny and she was to bear 
the Emperor's first son- while hoping it would be Jung Lu's. The Emperor's death, and 
some highhanded, underhanded manoeuvering enabled her to secure the Regency and she 
allowed no one, not even Jung Lu, to chasten her whim of iron. The growing dissension 
within the country, and disaffection of the people, the army, found her reluctant to 
yield, led to her forced flight from Peking, but at the close it is as a woman- not an 
Empress- that she exacts her retribution from Jung Lu. History- with the gloss of 
romance and elegance for a popular audience.

The original story on which 4111 was based now published in book form for 
the first time. It adds another wistful, slim volume to the special shelf of this 
writer, who has perfected the techniques of playing the emotional stops. Paris and 

the rural byways of France form the setting for the story of “Mouche”, a 22-year old 
orphan, adrift and jobless in a Paris spring. Movie goers will have seen the screen 
version of her rescue by a troupe of puppets, of her strange adventure in the land 

of half truth, grim and unpalatable, and half makebelieve. The show, with a naive 

girl and effectively operated puppets who seem truly to have their independent beings, 
becomes a rural sensation. But the puppeteer keeps out of public view - and in his 
private life seems cruel, malicious, hard and cynical. It is only when Mouche - at 

the end of the season- promises to marry a trapeze artist in the show, that he finds 

a way to make her see that he is the composite of all the puppet characters she has come

A Novel of Simon Peter - so runs the sub title of this panoramic novel cover- 
ing the Roman world and paralleling the period of the Gospel story, the Acts and the 
Epistles. It would take close familiarity with the latter to identify sources of some 
of the material, but for many readers this dramatic story of the simple fisherman who 
became Christ's chosen "rock"-on which would be built his church, will take them back 
to rereading the New Testament. Oddly enough, the first third of the text, which 
parallels the Gospels, conveys a sense of complexity, almost of confusion, as the 
author traces the wanderings to and fro over Palestine, injecting familiar incidents, 
telescoping some of the miracles, locating events with a kind of finality that raises 
questions of fact. But the main body of the story, following Peter's mission over 
the then known Roman world of Claudius and Nero has body and substance and reality 
that the first- and more familiar part- lacks. Peter emerges as a tower of strength, 
firm in his faith, only too well aware of the temptations to which he feels himself 
prone. The jealousies and squabbling among the inheritors of the Word, the straying 
from the path laid down, the difficulties of interpretation, the heresies - all come 
out in a telling picture of a degenerating Rome fighting the growing strength of 
the Christian message. (LC: 54-12137)

Sansom, William Harcourt, Brace 
SOMETHING TERRIBLE, SOMETHING LOVELY $3.50 


A collection of short stories has a highly distilled sense of menace, if 
none of the wanton malice of A Bed of Roses, exercises its slow fascination of imminent 
disaster whether from natural causes or phantom vagaries. In the title story, two 
school children experience all the "terrible lovely" excitement of a teasing tattle- 
tale scrawled on a wall. A boy is taunted to undertake an uneasy climb up a high 
ladder and impaled there. A man's Little Fears are traced back to his childhood but 
never put to rest. A strangler finds a temporary sanctuary with a victim- but not 
from himself. Sister Margherita's final discipline is an impassive death as she is 
walled up in The Little Room. The ordeal of an eye examination brings with it the 
refraction of bright illusions.... All these, and others, proceed from and sharpen 
the expectancy of horror which is deliberately conceived and almost always expertly 
concluded. For an audience, try that of Roald Dahl or John Collier. (IC: 54-9721) 





Tracy, Don Dial 
ROANOKE RENEGADE $3.50 


An ingenious bit of historical embroidery, and good reading for those who 
like swashbuckling tales of Elizabethan days. Tracy has researched the slim records 
of the Lost Colony of Roanoke Island, and come up with a plausible enough tale of Dion 
Harvie, youthful courtier of Elizabeth's London, who was virtually outlawed for wound- 
ing one of the Queen's favorites. Raleigh smuggled him aboard a ship of his own, bound 
for the Virginia shores, and Dion spent the following years shuttling back and forth, 
hiding out in London (a prison made bearable by a lovely mysterious woman, a harlot, 
who sacrificed everything for him), working his passage on successive ships, making 
friends and enemies, and putting down deep roots in the New World, where his love for 
an Indian girl taught him to know the Indians as people, honorable beyond his own 

, countrymen. In the end, circumstances forced him to chose to be Indian- and Tracy has 

* used the climax as a fresh clue to the Lost Colony. A lusty, sometimes a bawdy story, 
with full complement of the trappings of personages and customs of the times, thin

IT SEEMS TO ME 3 $2.75 


Frankly, it seems to me that only the pulling power of Mrs. Roosevelt's name 





and her immense popularity warrant the publication of this slim collection of the questions w 
and answers drawn from her magazine department. One has to read through to the wise and 
great women behind her answers to the queries of troubled people, for the expression of 
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her response seems rather trite and obvious. The matter falls into topical headings 
such as: On Growing Up, On Getting Along with People, On Marriage, On Children, On 
Education, On Religion, On Adversity, On Religion, On Communism, On Foreign Policy, 
On Gossip, etc.,etc. There are bits of self revelation, bits of insight into person- 
alities, and unfailing courtesy, concern over other's problems, honesty in meeting 
curiosity often verging on impertinence. But no one could feel that these are great 
letters, destined to go down as literature. And their value lies, perhaps, in their 
honest effort to meet simple people on their own ground.

THE DILWORTH STORY $3.00 


This brief biography forms an encomium to the man who had more to do with 
developing the Diesel locomotive than any other individual. It gives a colorful 
picture of Dilworth's background, his history and personality. Most of all it shows 
the trail of his achievements as he worked on the passenger and freight Diesel loco- 
motives with skill acquired in the Navy, at G. E., and elsewhere without the help of 
formal education.

Gore, Leroy Messner 
JOE MUST GO $2.95 


Gore became a national figure when he started the McCarthy recall campaign 
last Spring that failed by just a few thousand signatures- and this is his highly per- 
sonal record of the efforts and events that influenced his project. Though Mr. Gore 
is perhaps more emotinally than logically aware of his role as a small town weekly 
editor (hi; paper is the Sauk Prairie Star) and hence part of the "conscience of 
America", he comes down to the brass tacks of recall in chapter one- stating its 
necessity and constitutionality and predicting sure success when the next trial is 
made after the November elections. His depiction of his own convictions show some- 
thing of the zeal of a convert. Convinced at first that McCarthy was making an honest 
effort, Gore soon saw his own and McCarthy's error and points for proof, among other 
things, to the fact that McCarthy never seemed to catch any of the "communists" he 
accused. Gradually, anti-McCarthyism grew elsewhere in Wisconsin. Its increase among 
different social groups is analyzed as it built to the crescendo of the recall move- 
ment and Gore's trips to Washington and New York for recognition. Disappointing as 
the aftermath was when victory has been so near, it nevertheless left Gore with the 
good aftereffects of national acclaim, and wide support. Definitely newsworthy.

A big, extensive and very well designed book on beginning ballet makes its appeal 
to all ages and presents qualified instructions for the basic positions, the lattements, 
developpes, port de bras, free movement- up to but not including toe dancing. Well known 
in both the music and the graphic arts world, Mr. English has combined his talents with 
Mr. Zolov's experience as head of the Metropolitan Opera Ballet and the result is- in text, 
with many photographs and two 45 rpm records of voice instructions- a fairly complete first 
course. There is good introductory advice that stresses the importance of starting age 
(8 for girls and 10 for boys), and of good teaching. Whether the book is meant as a supple- 
ment to teaching or as a self teacher- is open to question; its use in either case may be 
approved or disapproved by those with their own fixed ideas. But for general purpose and 
an over-all introduction to the art it has its definite value as a very attractive and

Stimulating, provocative, this second volume of essays by the author of People, 
Piaces and Books challenges the success of the first, and will be welcome to all who enjoy 
his popular radio program. He divides the material into three sections,- prose, poetry, 
Imagination and Reality - which permit ample scope for conversation and conjecture. He 
talks of heroines of historical romance, and using Selinko's Desiree as a model, takes note 
of whether these heroines conform to actuality or to an accepted pattern. He writes of 
George Orwell, suggesting that he, while in essense an outcast, yet provided valuable 
social observations that only an outsider of his peculiar makeup could supply. Now with 
scholarly half lift of eyebrow, now with easy turn of phrase, Mr. Highet contributes depth 
to his observations. In thinking of poetry, he restates many old truths:- its rhythmic 
delight, its power to teach, its expression of the mystic and the religious, its many 
facets of use. They are as important today as yesterday, as evident in Tennyson as in a 
Japanese line. Perhaps the most interesting section, dealing with imagination and reality, 
ranges over a wide variety of topics;- invectives and "kitch" (by which he means his 
attraction to flossy style); the undersea world and mountain climbing; chess; the crying 
need we have today for a more basic knowledge of science. A book to be read for pleasure

YANKEES AND GOD $6.50 


An intriguing if often irritating book, this is certain to arouse a great 
deal of interest and considerable controversy. Whether or not this adds up to a sub- 
stantial market is questionable. The book is continually interesting in its cultural 
and religious history of some 50 million Americans. It is spiced with keen and often 
cutting observations on the life and morals of present-day Yankees and their fore- 
bears. In style it is an odd blend of ideas usually formulated in the language of 
The New York Times here translated into the lingo of The Daily News. Opinion-wise, 
the author, is fearless in stepping on toes; historians, psychologists, politicians, 
educators, clergymen, even the man in the street and the woman in the home - all will 
feel the barbs. Many will disagree with his fundamental division of America into two 
cultures, Greater New England and the Old South. For the rest, he feels they can be 
bypassed because of the hybrid nature of their culture. Others will protest both his 
definition of Puritanism and his defense of it. The old Puritan culture, he feels, 
has reached its nadir. Historically he divides his review into four periods:- The 
World of Cosmos- 1630-1700; The World of Man- 1700-1800; The World of Men-1800-1900;

This story which Sister Cecilia told to William Brinkley (and there can be little 
doubt that he has done little to change its character) appeared in shorter form in Life 
and here is a fuller account of her escape from Communist occupied and oppressed Czechos- 
lovakia. Farm born, Sister Cecilia changed places with her brother and secured a convent 
schooling with the Ursulines- later joined another and less restrictive convent for the 
six year probationary period preceding her final vows. For seventeen years she taught 
kindergarten with a happy dedication to her children as well as her faith, until in 1948 
the Communists closed the convent schools, put the nuns to work in fields or factories, 
and eventually sent Sister Cecilia into the underground. The threat of arrest forced 
her to exchange her habit for ski pants, and at first refusing to leave her country, she 
went into hiding- moved out of the city. Still on the wanted list, she was finally per- 
suaded by a priest to leave, and made the last journey across the border with its attendant 
fear and danger.... The courage which is by no means blind, the simplicity which is free 
of severity, the steady faith-gives her story a special quality.

The author of Mammy Pleasant (see report on P. 650 - in Service for 1953) has 
quite obviously felt that the mass of material accumulated - in her research on the noto- 
riously successful Madame of San Francisco's boisterous days - on her chief associate, 
who called himself Thomas Bell, rated another book. Frankly, it reads like a mass of half # 


digested material. True- those were days when fortunes spiralled- up and down; when bankin 
kings yielded supremacy to railroad kings. But others have used this fantastic era to 
better advantage. Thomas Bell could have been identified with each of the boom periods; 
but primarily he rated as a quicksilver king, for it was in the weird history of the quick- 
silver mines that he made his name. He was almost as devious and not as clever as his 
mistress; she used him- helped his rise- did little to prevent his fall, but remained, 
through many years, the dominant influence in his life. Take this for a feverish tale of

A comprehensive and rewarding picture of the Malayan situation deals with the 
many components of the war in specific terms.

psychiatrist presents an over-all view of the disorders to which psychiatry applies. He 
writes in terms of dis-organization and non-organization of the personality, inborn and 
acquired responses, high and low tolerance to the events of living. He considers the 
physical symptoms of the psychoneurotic in detail and describes emotional disorders includ- 


ing psychoses, alcoholism,the psychopathic personality. The last part of the book is ee 
devoted to the concept of reorganization of personality in general terms applied to the

THE STATE OF ALASKA $7.50 


This brings the territory into clear focus as an overlooked yet potentially re- 
sourceful land and a curious political child our government hasn't properly reared. For 
many years governor of Alaska, Mr. Gruening has come to know the history and economy of 
the territory well enough to write of it definitively, and in his excellent and well re- 
searched chronology, traces Alaskan history from Bering's discovery to the present struggle 
for statehood. Always, his discussion is even tempered, adhering closely to recorded 
history and the documents from which he reconstructs. Interesting material about the 
discovery voyages, and the passages on Stellar, the naturalist and the first man to record 
Alaska for western eyes, set a high standard of historical writing. One hundred and twenty- 
six years of Russian occupation preceded "Seward's Folly" and the following eras of no 
government and flagrant neglect were the political facts that set their discouraging pre- 
cedents.

Volume III of the Secret Diary starts with September 1939 and a not too 
pretty picture of the scene behind the official front in Washington Cabinet circles. 
Backbiting, jealousy, jockeying for power, dickering for appointments- this seemed 
the order of the day. Throughout the 26 months covered in this volume, there is little 
to raise the sights. It was a period that encompassed the presidential election of 
1940, the fight against Willkie, and the much more bitter fight within the ranks over 
Wallace. During these months, Ickes resented the weakening of the Department of the 
Interior, battled continually for the transfer to the Department of the forestry 
service, and as the clouds of war grew heavier, aimed higher still, to secure director- 
ship of coordinated power agencies,- hard fuels, petroleum, power. He resigned at 
intervals, but was always reappointed. He reveals misconceptions in Washington both 
as to German power (too little) and French and British powr (too much). The diary 
will be read primarily for the pungent epithets, the quips, the personality bits, 
the characterizations of those he disliked (and they were many, from Hopkins and Wallace 
to Dies and Dewey). Factually, this adds little that is newsworthy; on the score of 
interpretation, it adds nothing. A highly personal running commentary, over-detailed 
for today's reader.

A painter himself, Lhote has spent a 
lifetime teaching and studying art. His treatise comprises a series of essays and a 
collection of annotated plates, a few in color, many in excellent black and white re- 
productions, that illustrate salient points of his central theme, "deciphering the 
pictorial message". It is a wide ranging discussion. He talks of the aspects of paint- 
ing, its profound demand on the intellect, of tradition's importance, of the technical 
aspects-modelling, drawing, the sketch, modulation and flat surface painting. These 
are the elements of composition, the rational coordination of the greater or lesser 
artistic qualities which can be 2chieved through rhythm, distortion, perspective, 
colour.

A learned and exquisitely photographed survey accomplishes for Mexican art what ® 
Heinrich Ubbelohde-Doering's Art of Ancient Peru (Praeger-1952) did for the Incan and 
earlier Andean civilizations. Between photographs and text there is the life-art relation- 
ship of the Mexican cultures from the earliest known, Tlatilco and the pre-classic societies 
dating from 1000 BC, to the brief flowering Aztec dominance before the Spanish conquest. 
With difficult but lucid scholarship, Mr. Feuchtwanger progresses with assurance through 
the complexities of the Mexican.

The seventh to appear in this twelve volume commentary on the Bible, 
Volume III covers a great deal of territory, dealing as it does with eight Old Testa- 
ment books: I & II Kings, I & II Chronicles, Fera, Nehemiah, Esther and Job. Some 
of the books included are not often read and do not seem to provide a very fertile 
field for cultivation either for the reader seeking inspiration or for the preacher 
looking for sermon material. But handled by masters of the pulpit such as Ralph 
Sockman, Raymond Calkins, Charles W. Gilkey and Arthur C. Lichtenberg even these 
books, in spots at least, come alive. Favorite books such as Esther and Job are 
treated expertly by exegists and expositors alike so that new insights and provoca- 
tive interpretations are made available. As in the other volumes each book has a 
brief introduction, and the text, given in the Authorized Version and in the Revised 
Version, is subjected to analysis by Biblical scholars and exposition by preachers. 
A distinguished group of American and British scholars have collaborated to produce 
this volume. They are: Principal Norman H. Snaith of Wesley College, England 
(Introduction and Exegesis of I & II Kings); Dr. Ralph W. Sockman of New York (Exposi- 
tion- I Kings) ; Dr. Raymond Calkins of Cambridge, Mass. (Exposition-II Kings); 
Principal W.A.L. Elmslie of West College, Cambridge, England (Introduction, Exegesis 
and Exposition of I & II Chronicles); Professor Raymond A. Bowman of the University

This discussion 
of our hope is therefore timely; it is also helpful. The author first discusses the 
hopes by which men ordinarily keep going; their instinctive look ahead into the future, 
their reliance upon science, education and the progress already made by the human 
race. All of these Conn finds insufficient for our age of despair and turns to Jesus 
for a more enduring basis for our hope. The bearing of the Christian message upon 
our life he then points up as he discusses "Hope in Despair", "Hope for a Better World", 
"Hope of a Future Life” and “Living by our Hopes instead of our Fears". Not long on 
bhatt es @ book that will be of great practical help to bewildered souls.

Jenkins, Daniel Harper 
CONGREGATIONALISM: 4 Restatement $2.00 


The author of this book is the pastor of the Oxted Congregational Church, 
Surrey, England, but he is better known in this country for his three months of 
lecturing on "Ecumenical Theology" at Chicago Theological Seminary each year, and 
for his books which have been published in this country. With the growth of the 
ecumenical movement the question of the relation to it of the various Protestant 
denominations inevitably arises. This is a careful re-examination of the essential 
genius of Congregationalism with a view to determining what is its distinctive contrib- 
ution to world Christianity. Such a study is particularly timely inasmuch as voices 
from within the Congregational fold have been raised expressing the fear that the 
independence and freedom of Congregational churches are imperilled by the ecumenical 
movement. The author does not believe that such fears are justified, but nevertheless 
he takes the position that Congregationalists should be more acutely aware of the 
nature of their traditions and basic principles of their denomination. Of particular 
interest to Congregationalists and those involved in the ecumenical movement.

CUSTOMS AND CULTURES $4.00 


This volume, subtitled "Anthropology of Christian Missions”, is a must 
for those engaged in or preparing for foreign missionary work. It also provides 
intensely interesting and informative reading for all who are concerned with the 
problems of inter-cultural relations: The author makes available to his readers 
the findings and insights of the science of anthropology as aids to a sympathetic — 
understanding of peoples of a different culture from their own. The book handles in 
detail and with copious illustrations the differing customs and beliefs affecting 


-manners, the conception of marriage and family life, the varied beliefs in and re- 


action to the supernatural, and the difficulties in communicating a message in a 
radically different language. Out of the writer's personal observation of missionary 
work throughout the world he knows that good missionaries recognize that "the various 
ways of life of different people are the channels by which their needs take form and 
through which the solutions to such needs must pass". On the other hand, he knows that 
all too many missionaries carry to the foreign field a distorted view of race and 
progress, culture and civilization. It is to correct these faulty points of view and 
to buttress sound-thinking missionaries by the findings of anthropologists that this 
book is written. An extensive bibliography and a more technical guide for thoughtful 
students of the relation of anthropology to the missions' effort add much to the value

Now at Boston University, Howard Thurman is gaining increasing recognition 
as one of the most influential leaders in American Protestantism. And this on two 
counts. First, he is one of an increasing number of people who find the essence of 
religion in meditation and prayer, and he is a much sought-after guide to the inner- 
most recesses of the religious life. Second, Thurman is an exponent of the principle 
of inclusiveness in the Church and has put that principle to work as the pastor of ‘the 
Church for the Fellowship of All Peoples in San Francisco. These two major interests 
of Howard Thurman are interwoven in this volume, which is based on lectures delivered 
at Ohio Wesleyan University. He interprets the meaning of religious experience as a 
confrontation with God. There follows an examination of the total effect of such an 
experience upon the complete life of the individual both as a private person and as 
a member of society. The inwardness and the outwardness of religious experience are 
equally stressed. Thurman is not always easily read. His message plunbs the deep 
things cf the spirit and the reader often has to dig for them. But it is worth the 
effort, for Thurman has opened the way for many people to a creative encounter with 
God.

Rather he deals with all tendencies 
in present-day Christianity which make the Gospel seem irrelevant, and pleads for such 
a presentation of the Christian message as will hit people where they live. A vigor- 
ous plea for a modified liberalism and a caveat in respect to a “neo-orthodoxy” which 
is more orthodox than new.

The main body of the book consists of 
a discussion of why and how the problems of individuals are of concern both to the 
psychiatrist and to the clergyman. In view of the interest in this subject on the part 
of churchmen to whom personal counselling and an alliance with psychiatrists are of 
vital import, there should be considerable interest in this book in Protestart church

THE HOLY BIBLE IN BRIEF $4.00 


Many attempts have been made to make the Bible more readable for today's reader. 
This condensation and re-ordering of the Biblical material has much to recommend it and 
is, perhaps, more successful than most. The passages essential to the historical chron- 
ology and understending of the Biblical message of the self-revelation of God through 
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Israel and and through Jesus and his followers are for the most part included. One 


misses many of the favorite stories, whole sections which amplify one's human understand- 


ing, some of the most often quoted parts of the prophets, and so on. But for the space 
allowed, the selections have been well made. The material is arranged in four parts:- 
(1) The Story of the Hebrew People; (2) Hebrew Literature; (3) Jesus of Nazareth; (4) 
The Early Christians. The text is the King James version. A closing chapter deals with 
the origin, purpose and use of the Bible. Finally, an index-concordance will assist 
location of familiar passages and references to persons and incidents in both Old and 
New Testaments. The book is designed to be used by people of both Jewish and Christian 
faiths.

Berdyaev, Nicolas Philosophical Library 
CHRISTIANITY AND ANTI-SEMITISM $2.75 


The great Russian philosopher, Berdyaev, like Kierkegaard, Dostoevski and 
others, is a much more influential figure now than he was during his life-time. Con- 
sequently, we are finding many of his works being translated into English and numerous 
articles and books being written in interpretation of his thought. This essay was 
written in 1940 before the Nazi anti-semitic drive gathered ful] steam, and is there- 
fore in a sense out-dated. But the approach of Berdyaev to this question is timeless, 
and greatly needs to be made clear in America where there is more anti-semitic senti- 
ment than we like to believe. Berdyaev's position is that anti-semitism is not elimi- 
nated by political, economic, sociological or psychological approaches. Nor are re- 
solutions passed by ecclesiastical assemblages sufficient. He believes that prejudice 
against and hatred of the Jews as individuals or as a group can be cast out of our 
life only by a deep personal religious experience on the part of individual Christians. 
Accordingly, anti-semitism is not a social problem but a personal problem to be solved 
by each one of us. Well worth the thoughtful consideration of many readers. (10/25)

D.R. One of America's great Jewish leaders has brought together in this volume 


a series of treatises on prayer. They are aimed directly at Jewish readers as the 
interpretation given is always in the light of the Jewish faith, traditions and cere- 
monies.

When dealing with such an interesting historical personage as Sir Thomas More 
even an indifferently written book such as this makes good reading. The author dis- 
claims any pretense of writing a biography, but attempts only "to tell a story in gen- 
eral terms of a man and his friends and his enemies, his time and circumstance". The 
picture drawn of the English statesman, humanist, poet and author is a sympathetic one. 
Much is made of his friendship with Erasmus and of his literary work, of which his 
Utopia is the best known. But, quite naturally, the bulk of the book deals with More's 
relationship with Henry VIII under whom he served as Lord Chancellor, succeeding Cardi- 
nal Wolsey. He was deeply involved in the long drawn-out struggle of Henry to get rid 
of Queen Catherine of Aragon in order that he might marry Anne Boleyn. Staunch Cath- 
olic that he was, More found this difficult enough to stomach, but he absolutely drew 
the line at taking the oath to the Act of Supremacy acknowledging the King to be the 
chief authority over the English Church as against the Pope. For this refusal More 
was beheaded. A good picture of the unusual human qualities of the man is drawn. Not 
all will agree with the author's estimate of More's political career.

Authority: Its Use and Abuse 


As a member of the Jesuit Order and for years the Catholic Archbishop of 
Bombay the author is well qualified to write of Catholic authority and power. His book 
was prompted, we feel sure, by attacks on Catholic authoritarianism such as Blanchard's 
American Freedom and Catholic Power. The issues raised are faced frankly and answered, 
often in an ironic spirit. He admits the dangers in authoritarianism and acknowledges | 
that many Catholic priests have succumbed to the danger. He quotes frequently Lord ® 
Acton's dictum: "All power corrupts and absolute power corrupts absolutely". But he 
defends vigorously the Catholic position that authority and obedience are necessary’ 
inside and outside the Church. But power mist be responsible; authority must not be ~ 
merely asserted and enforced; obedience must be intelligent, not blind or servile. 
Obedience for the Catholic is to God in whom rests final power and authority. Both 
order and freedom are essential and, he believes, guaranteed in the Catholic system. 
A book which deserves wide reading by both Catholics and non-Catholics, who are con- 
cerned with the relation of Catholic power and authority to democratic principles.

We have had many books recounting the experiences of those who have become 
converted to Catholicism and not a few which tell the story of those who have left the 
Roman Catholic Church. For such individuals the story of their spiritual pilgrimage 
is easily written, for they have had a soul-shaking experience which cries aloud for 
expression. Mr. Sheed has persuaded nineteen of his friends to do something quite 
different, namely to tell why they are still in the Catholic church into which they 
were born, what the church has meant to them and why it has had a tenacious hold on 
their lives. Theirs is a much more difficult task than that of the convert or the 
apostate. People who stay in the faith are apt to take it for granted and to be in- 
articulate about their religious experience. This task has been well done by the con- 
tributing essayists. While few are well known, they are all men and women of culture 
and most of them have had considerable experience in the communication of ideas. Amer- 
icans, Canadians, Englishmen, Australians, for the most part, all tell their story well. 
The reasons they give for their loyalty to and affection for their church are varied and 
are not those to which non-Catholics attribute the hold of the church upon its people. 
While each related experience is different, together they reveal the spiritual strength 
that millions derive from the Catholic faith. A book which Catholics will find inspir- 
ing and which non-Catholics would find enlightening if they could be induced to read it.
